At twenty years of . Age be was made Malter.of 
Arts, and Profeſſor, of Phylick , after which. he 
ſtudied the Law ; but hone of "theſe agreed with 
his temper, God haying deſigned himfor a better 
Work, whereupon he rejecting the former , bent 
his mind wholly upon ſtudying Divine Things, and 
to be the more retire from notfe-and werldly bull 
neſs, he entered into the Colledge of the Augnſtine 
Monks; and became otic of their Ocder, there he 
continued fomg time yery zealous for the Romilh 
wg | Religion 
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Religion; but within a while he began to diſlike 
*theErrors that had crept into that Church,as plain- 
ly perceiving that the Religion was for the moſt 
t compoſed of Traditions, as the Ordinances 
of Councils and Decrees , the which were altoge- 
' ther diſconſonant to the Word of God, ſo that by 
_ exceſſive grief for the Apgſtate ſtate of the Ro- 
wiſh Church , he fell ſick and almoſt deſpaired of 
tecovery., when as an old Prieſt came to him, and 
bid him be of. good comforr, for that his Diſeaſe wag not 
mortal, but that God would raiſe him up to Þe a comfort 
« tomany others ;, the ſame Prieſt alſo diſcourſed with 
him concerning Juſtification by Faith, and explain- 
ed to himthe Articles of the Creed; after the re- 
covery ofthat ſickneſs he was made Presbyter, and 
by the perſwaſion of John Srawpicius went to the 
lbiverliry of Wintenber , where aſter he had conti- 
nved for the ſpace of three years, and gainedgreat 
commendation, he was by his Conyent ſent to Rome, 
where beholding their difſolute manner of living, 
and the wicked practices there uſed, he grew into a 
Wer diſlike .of that Religion, for there, as him- 
af: reports, he heard Strumpets at the Communion 
Fable boaſt of their wickedneſs, arid that he had 
heard others concerning the Bread and Wine, 
. ſcoffingly fay , that Bread thou art , and Bread thou 
ſhalt remain , and Wine thou art , and Wine thou ſhalt 
remain, which made him imagine that the Church . 
ſtood in great need of Reformation, howeyer he 
wn ag his return there-made DoCtor of Divinity, 
and many times preached before the Eleftor of 
S&ony , who heard him with great gladnefs, and” 
much admired his Eloquence and Learning. 
A while aſter he began to explain the Epiſtle to 


; the Romans, and many of thePſalms of David, and_ - 
kT . na Bb began 
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began more and more fo decline the Superſtitions '/ 


of the Romiſh Church; ſo that when one Joby 
Tecelius coming from Rome , brought the Pope' 
Indulgencies into Germany, periwading the People 
that they were of ſuch a ſin-purging quality , that 
" what ever ſins they committed , if they could but 
purchaſe one of them}, they ſhould have them 
all remitted ; this wicked Impoſtor ſo ſtirs the Zea 
of Luther , that he wrote againſt his Indulgencies, 
laying open the Chear to the World, which ſo in- 
Taged the Indulgence-Merchant , that he bitterly 
exclaimed againſt him, and getting as many'of his 
Books as he could , he burned them 3 whereupon 
he yet once more wrought againſt his Trumpery, 
at which time many of the Divines of, the Univer- 
lity took part with Luther jn what hedid, and now 
he began to preach his-DoCtrine of Reformation 
openly, defending it againlt the Auguſtm-Fryers at 
Hedleburg, he being honourably entertain'd by them 
of Worſiburgand YVolfgang, the Count Palatine there; 
he drew many.to partake with him in his Opinion, 
of which the Emperour Maximilian having notice, 
ſent toadvertiſe the Pope thereof, and to bid him 
take timely care for the extirpating the New O- 
pintons that were lately ſprung up, and that what- 
foeyer meaſures he ſhould rake he would ſee them 
put in Execution throughout the Empire. 

Upon the receipt of the Emperour*s Letters, 
Pope Leo then holding the Papacy cited Luther to 
appear before the Council 'of Cardinals at Rome, 
aud ſignified as mpch to Cardinal Cajetar his Le- 
gate 3 whereupon the Cardinal going to Anſpure, 
and finding Lather there , delir'd the Emperour to 
ſet a Guard upon him, in order to carry him to 
Rome , unleſs he would ſpecdily recant, but kizre- 
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queſt was not at that time fulfilled. 
. - 'ThePope likewiſe wrotea Letter to the Eleftor 
of Saxony to complainagainſt Lather, and to for- 
bid bim to entertain him within his'Dukedom, and 
that if he took him within his Juryſdition, he 
ſhould forthwith ſend him to Rome , there to be 
condemaed oracquitted ; but the Eleftor gave lit- 
tle heed to the Pope's Letter, though he threatned 
him therein, if he complied not with his will : But 
when he perceived theſe Projects fail, he ſent to 
_ the Maſter of the Angu/tive Monks, to ſee if he 
could prevail with him toreturn to his former Obe. 
dience, and renounce his later Opinion , but this 
proved alſo ineffeCtual. 

Yet Luther deſirous to juſtifie his Doftrine, made 
earneſt ſuit that he might appear before competent 
Judges to be heard in his own Country, and not at 
Rome , where he was aſſured tggfind his Judges his 
Enemies. In his behalf alſo Th(Mniverſity of W:z- 
tenberg wrote to the Pope , giving him anccount 
of his great Learning, Doctrine ,- and pious courſe 
of Life, deſiring that he might be heard in Germa- 
xy; in” fine Prince Frederick of Saxony ſo far pre» 
vailed with the Pope's Legate , that he conſented 
that' Luchey ſhould be heard at Auſprry,at what time 
the Bohemians" ſent a Baok to , Which was 
Written by Fehn Hufr, defiring bimto perſevere in 
What he had begun. 

_A while after Eraſms was ſolicited to write a- 
eainſt Him, but he declined it, although a Biſhoprick 
way profered him- for ſo doing, ſaying, He had 


lexyned more ont of one pace of Luther”s Book, tha# 
\*-ahrath Volnme of ' Thomas Aquinas. 

PEnther being tow cited to appear before ' the 
Pope's Legate at Av/prrg, procured the Emperor's 
* Bb 2 Letters 
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Letters cf ſafe Condu&t, when coming into the 
' Legates preſence , after ſomeQueſtions asked and 
Objection made , -he not only;juſtified his DoEtrine, 
but offered to maintain the ſame by Diſputation or 
Writing, but the Cardinal being much offended at 
ſuch his offer, would not permit him to be brought 
before him any more; ſo that having waited fix 
days, he departed home 3 but the Cardigal- wrote 
after him tothe Duke of Saxony , that as he loved 
his Honour and Safety, he would expel bim his 
Dominions': This Letter the Duke ſent to: Lather, 
who wrote back to the Legate , that rathen than he 
would any ways indanger his Prince ,. he would re- 


* tire into what Part ſoever of the World the Lord 


would pleaſe to lead him; but the Univerſity of 
Wintenberg wtote to the Duke, deſiring him that he 
would take him into his Protetion, and not ſbfter 
Innocency to be oppreſſed by force, and that if Z« 
ther had "reach Uid- maintain any Error , he 
might bs fairly convicted of the ſame, upon which 
the Duke began to take his part more than former- 
ly, andſentto the Cardinal, that ſeeing he having 
come to Auſpurg he had pertormed his Promile, 
and could do-nomore inthat Afair. 

After the death of-Maximilian, and the Corona- 
tionof waa ſent” to the»Duke of- Sax- 
oy, requeſting him tocauſeall.Luther's Books to be 
burnt, and that he would -ſee: Laurer either executed 
in Saxony , or that he would ſend him-guarded to 
Rome, to which-the/Dukereplied, that he was rea- 
dy. to yield Obedience to the Pope , but that-he 
couldnor ſend Luther-to him before his Cauſe was 
heard: before, the-Emperor ; and till he was conv1- 
Qzedof fome” Error, - and then If he, .recanted not, 
he thould find no. fayour at his hands, - 


A 
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. Awhile after a Diſputation was held between 
Luther and one Erciws at Lipfick, wherein the former 
prevailed, ard his Doctrine fo ſpread it ſelf, that 
the Fryers and Monks fearing to be unhived, ſent to 
thePope to charge him with-negleCting the Church 
Afairs, by giving himſelf up to Pleaſures ; in the 
mean time ſuffering the DoCtrine of Luther to ſpread 
;even in the very heart of Germany, upon which the 
Pope began to beſtic himſelf, by ſending his Bull 
againſt him; in which he Excommunicated not 
only him, but all his Partakers, commanding all men 
to apprehend him, and bring him to Rome, and that + 
his Books ſhould be- burnt, of- which Luther hear- 
ing burnt the: Pope's Bull lately ſent out againſt 
him, together with ſeyeral Decrees and Councils. 
Not long after the Emperor coming into Ger- 
many , the Duke of Saxony ſo far prevailed with 
him-, that- he was content to hear him openly in 
the Diet, of which Zather having notice , greatly 
rejoyced,, though ſome of his Friends perſwaded 
-him from going, ſaying , that ehe Publick Faith 
would be broken, as it was with Fohr: Huſs , wheres 
upon he told them, That ſuch driſcouragements_ were 
' caſt in his way by Satan, who knew that bu Prof#fion of 
the Truth in ſuch a Noble Plave would be'a means to 
ſhake his Kingdom, adding, that if be knewthere were as 
many Devils in Worms , as there were Tiles upon the 
Houſer, yet be would go thither. 
.-.- He being arrived at Worms, ſome of the Popiſh 
- Clergy went about to perſwade the Emperor to 
- apprehend him , and commit him to Priſon; but 
he would by no means hearken to their wicked 
Counſel, alledging that the Publick Faith ought not 
phe broken 3 the next day after his coming he 
ated himſelf, befoce the Council affembled for 
| Bb: 3 that 
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that purpoſe; the Emperor being there preſent, 
where one Ecciusa Lawyer,at the Command of the 
Emperor' made a Speech , 1» which be demanded of - 
Luther, that he would retratt bis Works and Dottrine, 
telling him, that it wasthe Empetor”s Pleaſure that he 
ſhould ſo do , and if he refuſed it: be muſt expett hi 
diſpleaſure, to which he replied , 4s tomy Booky, 
fome of them eend to Faith, and totheſe my Adverſayies 
gave an ample Teſtimony , others are againſt the Pope 
and his, Dottrine , the which ſhould I revoke T ſhould 
confirm his Tyranny, and ſome of them are againſt pri. 
. vate men, who defend the Popes Cauſe , againſt whom 
muſt confeſs I have been ſomewhat too ſharp, yet I can- 
not- revoke them, unleſs I will ſet open a Gap for the Im- 
udence of many. ay 

But this Anſwer nothing pleaſed the Emperor, 
who would be ſatisfied, with nothing leſs than Lu- 
ther's Recantation , nor would he ſuffer him to de- 
fend his Doctrine by Scripture and other warran- 
table Arguments, though he earneſtly deſired it, 
telling the Emperor , That unleſs he could ſatisfie his 
Conſcience that his Doitrine was falſe , he conld by no 
means recant the ſame; whereupon he was ordered 
to depart the Council, andthe next day the Empe- 
ror, {ent his Letters. to the Princes, to acquaint 
themthat he was reſolyed to proſcribe Lather and 
all his Accomplices, upon which they were divided, 
the" greateſt part, and thoſe of the moſt Noble a-4 
mongſt them, alledging that Luther was not raſhly 
to becondemned, forthat the Emperor was young, 
and in matters .of Religion altogether guided by 
the Popiſh Clergy. AY 

The next day the Biſhop of Trewers ſent for Ly- 
ther, and vſed many Arguments to perſwade him to 
a Recantation,telling him withall, that if he refu- 
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ſed it was the Emperor's purpoſe to baniſh him,to 
whom Luther replied , That he took_it as a favour, 
that "ſo great a Prince would put himſelf to ſo much 
trouble for ſo 'mean a Perſon as he was ;, after that 
one Vewa Lawyer came from the Emperor to per- 
fade him to'recaftit , but he not conſenting to his 
requeſt, the'Emperour fent to him to depart home, 
and withal gave him twelvedays ſo to do, after the 
end of which he proſcribed him ; whereupon Prince 
Frederick appointed ſome of his moſt truſty Nobles 
. fo convey him ſecretly to Warrsburo, where he 
continued ten Months notwithſtanding diligent 
ſearch was made for him, and great ſums of money 
offered : nay, his Enemies imployed Wizards and 
Witches to uſe their Art to find out the place of 
his abode, but in vain ; at the end of ten Months he 
returned to IWintenber , where he was moſt joyfully 
received by the Univerſity , from whence he ſent 
' Letters to Prince Frederick to excuſe himſelf 
fot leaving Warrsburg without his knowledge, tell. 


' ing him, That it was God's Cauſe be undertook,and that 


God would proteft him from the rage of his Enemies, 
A while after he printed the New Teſtament 
which he had tranſlated into the German Tongue at 
Wartsburg, which place he uſually called his Patmos, 
which did-not a little diſpleaſe King Henry the 
Eighth of England, and Georve Duke of Saxony. 
About this time one Thomas Muncer wrote a Fa- 
natick Book againft his Doctrine , and perſwaded 
the Boors to Rebel , who being periſwaded by him 


tothrow oft all Obedience to their Princes, took 


Arms in great numbers , againſt which unlawful 
proceedings, Luther wrote ſeveral Treatiſes, per- 
Iwading them to yield Obedience to their Princes, 
ſhewing them how difconſonant ſuch practices were 
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to the word of God, but. when this prevailed not 
the Princes drew out their Forces, and with more 
, Convincing Arguments taughy them Obedience, "| 
For coming toa Battel about five thouſand four hun- 
dred of them were ſlain, and their ſeditious Ring. 
leaders Mawncer and Peſtifer taken, the former be- 
ing put. upon the Rack to confeſs his Accomplices, 
cryed out grieyouſly,when as Prince George of Saxe- = 
ny bid him ehink «pon the laughter of the Poor wretcher, 
who ſeduced by bim fell in battel the day before : Where. 
upon he laughing out-right ſaid, they would be ſe. 
duced ;, in fine he and his Companion with ſome 0- 
thers were beheaded ; but ſo ended not the War, 
which was calPd the War of the Clowns, for before 
the Rebellion was ſuppreſſed about fifty thouſand 
wereſlain. fo 

A while after Luther married one Katharine a Bu 
ren againſt the Will of moſt of.his Friends, tho 
Melancthone greatly Commended him for ſo doing, 
ſaying there was more then ordinary Cauſes that in» 
duced him ſo to-do. But within aſhort time Zu 
ther fell ſick with a Congealing of Blood, but with. 
In a while after recovered in his Sickneſs; it ſeem- 
ed to him that the noiſe of a tempeſtuous Sea was 
beating at his Ears.the which he ſaid if it did not ceaſe 
be ſhould dye, and nb ſooner did the noiſe come with- 
in his Head but he fell down as dead, but means 
being uſed he came again to himſelf, andthis he 
took as a Temptation of Satan,*and upon'fach oc- 
caſions he was wont to repeat'the words of our $a- 
viour : Be of good Comfort for 1 have overcome the 
World. And wonld ofren ſay that a man would go 
vpon his Knees to Jeruſalem to fetch ſuch a Selt- 
gence. 
In the year 1523+ a Diet was held at Nqrinberys |

the Popes Legat complained grievoully ſay-

N- ings. That ſince the Publication of the Eautt neither Lu- 


ther nor any of his Accomplices bad been puniſhed. To 
which ha Princes anſwered, That ſince the Pope and 
' bis Clergy had negletted Reformation in the Church, 
Germany bad been greatly enlightened by the Sermons 
of Luther,.and that if they ſhould go about to Puniſh him, 
the People would think they -went about to extinguiſh the 
Light of the Goſpel, the better to obſcure thoſe manifeſt 
Viees that could be no longer hid; and that ſuch Pro- 
ceedings would raiſe up great Tumults, The Roma- 
ms ſeeing this reſolved to bribe him into ſilence, 
but in vain : a while after Luther being ſummoned 
to Auſpurg, he there made a Confeſſion of his Faith 
in ſeventeen Articles, to the great Satisfattion of 
moſt that heard him. | : 
+In the year 1545. a notorious Lye was Printed 
inTraly about Zuther's Death, which was that when 
be ſaw 4e muſt dye, he requeſted that his Body 
might be laid upon the Altar and worſhipped; but 
when his Body was4aid in the Grave, ſuch a terri- 
ble Earthquake happened as if the Foundation of 
the Earth was looſened, when as the People look- 
ing up beheld the Hoſt hovering, in the Air, the 
which they took and laid upon the Altar, when the 
night. following aloud noiſe and ratling was heard 
More terrible then the former, which terified all 
the City : and in the Morning his Sepulcher being 
opened,they found neither Body Bones nor Cloaths,

the Counts of Mansfield, to Compoſe a difference - 


between them about the Borders of their Conptries, 
and Inheritances, when' as not been accuſtomed to 
fach affairs, he took with him Adelanithone arid fone 
others, and was by the Counts received uponthe 
Borders with a hundred Horſe ; where after he had 
fetled the Temporal affairs, he fell to Preaching 
and Exhorting the people,” and Adminiſtred the $a- 
crament to many whom he thought fit Perſons to 
receive the ſame.

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: | | TOldericusZumghus was by birth a Switzer being 
H by his Parents educated in Learning,and kept 
tothe ſtudying of ſacred Books, profiting ſo much 
that at ten years old he went to Baſile, from whence 
after ſome time he departed to Berne, where he was 
laſfrufted vnder the Tutorage of Henry Lupulus a 
famous Divine, When after a while going toV;- 
ma, he Commenced Maſter of Arts, where he ſtn- 
died ſo hard thathe got Yalerius Maximm by heart ; 
adPFave his mind much to the ſtudy of the Scrip- 
tares,inſomuch that he could readily expound many 
of the difficult Phraſes therein contained, and'then 
began he to think upon the Do@rine of Reforma- 
tion, which having*well weighed heplainly per- 
7g it agreed in all Points with the Holy Scrip- 
ſes:  Whereupon he Preached againſt the Cor- 
Iptneſs of the times, and the Licentious living of

Obn '\Frith was born at” Weftrum in Ken, 
) being brought up by his Parents to Learning, 
he ſo profited , that. he ſoon becameexcellently 
Skilled in the Latin and Greek Tongues , and then 
going to Cambridge, he met with Wikiam Tindal, of 
whomhe'learned many things condncing to ſaving 
| Knowledge ; but by publiſhing his Opinion, he fell 
into the diſpleaſureof Cardinal Woolſey, who not- 
withſtanding his favouring him before, cauſed him 
with ſeveral others to be put into a dark Priſon or 
Cave , where 'ſfalt-Fiſh was wont to be kept , the 
ſmell of which ſo antioyed them,that ſome of them 
dyed; but” in. a ſhort time after,” Frirh making 
friefids tothe @ardinal, he was ſet at Liberty, and 
co avoid the Storm that then threatnedthe Profef. 
ſors of the Goſpel, he went beyond Sea;where ſtay- 
ing twoyears, he-again returned to Enpland, when 
coming to Reading, he was taken up asa Vagabond, 
_ .and there impriſoned and put in the Stocks till

Why, ſaid 
Dr. Taylor, I did propoſe to my ſelf once; that I ſhould 
bave been baryed in Hadly Church yard, in which'I now 
fee I ſhall be m—_ and as for my deceiving of others 
of their Expettations, is, that I being 4 man of a Conpu- 
lent body, might have fed many Worms, who now muſi 
be Content without me. 

He being come within two miles: of Hadly, a 
great number of People came flocking to meet him, 
for the molt part greatly lamenting the State into 
which he was fallen 3 , when as he Comforted them 
nt the beſt manner, Saying, be Patient, as for me ,1 
thank God I am almoſt at home, and have not paſt two 
miles more to go'over, before I come to my-Fathers houſe. 

At the Towns end a poor Lame man with five 
{mall Children, met hjm, and cryed ont ; Ah! dear 
Father , and good Shepherd Dr. Taylor, God help 
and Comfort thee, as thou haſt many times ſuccoured 
and Comforted me , and my poor Children : Whilſt ma- 
ny others with weeping Eyes lamented his loſs. 

When he came to theAlms-houſes he called out the 
poor People by their names,as he was at other times 
accuſtomed, and gave mony toevery one of them, 
who Prayed to God to ſtrengthen and Comfort him,

He often had the opportunity ta eſcape, but 
he wauld by no means attempt it ; the night before

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He was a Man of ſuch a ſingular Memory, that 
he uſed to ſay, Had he once premeditated any Ora.

In his Sickneſs, going to Preach, he was deſired 
by a Gentleman to return home; the Gentleman 
alledging that one Sermon was better to be loſt, 
than by his Impairing his Health to loſe ſo good 
a Paſtor : But his Reply. was, that it beſt became a 
Biſhop to dye Preaching in a Pulpit, that his great 
Maſter the Lord Jeſus's Words might be fulfilled, 
who ſay's, Happy art  thow my Servant, if when 1 
come 1 find thee ſo doing: And thus continued this 
good Man, till his Sickneſs encreaſing,' and Nature 
viſibly decaying in him, he was obliged to take his 
Bed; and ſo far. was herom fearing Death, that 
he rather deſired, as longing to enter his Maſters 
Joy, often repeating the Words of old' Simeon;

much decayed in him, he concluded his Death was 
at hand, and thereupon ſaid as followeth.

into Warwickſhire, and there was entertained by 
'Sr. Thomas Lucie,and became a Tutor to his Children, 
where he married a Wife and continued in great 
Reputation, till ſuch time as the Popiſh -Inquiſt. 
tors came into thoſe Patts, for Fear of whom he 
was forced to withdraw himſelf. | 

- And now being deſtitute, he ſent to his Father- 
in-Law, | that had married his Mother, to. knowit 
he would entertain him, but he having got his 
Eſtate, made it a Pretence to Defravd him of it, 
that He was Conviited and a dangerous Perſon, and

Dward Tuder, afcerwards King of Enzland, by 

the Name of Edward the Sixth, was born, Ano 
Chriſti 1537. and was the only Son of King Henry 
the Eighth, by his-third Wife Fane Daughter to 
Sir John Seymer , who loſt her Life to give him 
Birth; for being caſt into a dead: ſleep, or her 
ſences benum'd with powerful Spirits, her Belly was 
open'd , of which Incifion within four days aftcr 
ſhe dyed. 

When he came to be fix years of Age , he 
was committed ro the Turorage of Dr. Cex and 
Mr. Ch:ek both learned and godly men; the firlt 
inſtructing him in Divinity , rhe latter ia the Lan- 
guages; in both which ( beiag of 'a molt acute 
Wir) he grew ſo perteCt,that he became the wonder 
of his Age, for at'ten years old he '{pake Latin, 
Greek, French, [ralian and Spaniſh yery readily; he 
was likewiſe very skilful in Logick,, Philoſophy, Mus 
ſick and Aſtronomy. 

When he was but nine years of Age, his Father 
King Herzry dyed, and he was proclaimed King in 
London, Weſtminſter, and other Places, and in great 
State condutted ro the Tower of Londen, where his 
Unkle the Duke of Summerſer being Protetor of 
-the Kingdom (during his Minority) Kaighted him, 
then the young King taking the Sword __ _ 
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Pakle Knighted the Lord: Mayor , and ſeveral o- 
thers, anÞcreated his other Upkle,, Sir Thomas Sey> 
mer, Lord of Sudly , and High Admiral of England; 
) KL adreturning to Weſtminſter he was crowned by the 
Archbiſhop of Carrerbury,all the Nobility attending, 
23 is uſual upon the like occaſion , and the ſame day 
he cauſed a General Pardon'to paſs the Broad Seal 
toall Perſons except (x, who were named therein. 
And now this Pious Prince being Eſtabliſhed-in 
the Throne of | his Father , bent his whole Study 
tg.the better ſetiing Religion, and thereupon con» 
ſulted with, many Godly Divines about Reforming 
the Church , by whoſe aſſiſtance he ſo model'd the 
keclelialt:cal Aftirs,that the.

they and their Agents eftefted in Devonſhire and 
Cornwel, where great Tumults aroſe, there being at 
leaſt thirty thouſand in Arms at once,who did great ly 
Miſchief, beſeiging the City of Excter, which held Wn, 
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at againſt them z whereupon the Lord Ruſſe! was 
nt down with an Army , as likewiſe the King's 
krdon, which he firſt proclaimed by a Herauld up- 
condition they would lay down their Arjtis and 
&parr peaceably to their reſpeQtiye homes, which 
they refaſing, he gave them battle, and after four 
Frecal overthrows took their Ring-leader , who 
king executed, the reſt ſubmicted. 
*No ſooner were the Tumults of Cormwal and

About this time the Rochellers ( being Prote-

Deſign they undertook .to Proyoke the beſt of 
Kings, was, to Impeach ſuch Fayourits as were 
deareſt to him, of High Treaſon, as the Earl 
of Strafford, William Laud Arch-Biſhop of Canter- 
bury , and Biſhop Wren, who were ſent to the 
'. Tower, as likewiſe moſt of the Judges that had De+ 
clared for Ship-Mony were Voted Delinquents, 
Judg Berkly being Arreſted by the Uſher of the black 
Rod for High Treaſon, as he was fitting in the 
Court of Kings-Bench; ſeven Romiſh Prieſts were 
likewiſe lmpriſoned, whoſe Pardon was granted by

Cies of the lower Honſe, to the Houſe of Peers, 
and within a while after proceeded to Difplace 
ſome Officers of State, as likewiſe the Lieutenant 
of the Tower, putting another in his ſtead; which 
was n9 ſooner done, butthe Commons Articled a- 
ainſt the new Lieutenant to the Peers, who refn-+ 
ed to meddletherein, as being the Kings Preroga- 
tive, in ſuch Caſes to Place and Diſplace at his 
Pleaſure. 
The Factious being herein Fruſtrated, dealt vn» 
derhand 
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derhand with the Mobile, and by diſperſing their

to Breath into them the Poiſon of Rebellion, they 
*caufed the giddy-headed Multitude fo far to forget 
their Loyalry and Obcdience, that a confuſed Rable 
of Apprentices and others headed - by Jeſuits ' and 
Phanaricks, came to Whitehall, crying, that they 
would have the new Lieutenant removed, or clle 
they would curn all things into Confuſion; altho 
few of them knew the Man or his Principles, any: 

farther then they had taken it on Truſt -- They 

Tikewiſe Demanded, according to the Inſtruftions 
of their Ringleaders, that the Biſhops ſhould be 
Excluded the Parliament Houſe ; and to ſhew their 
fooliſh Malice, they entered Weſtminſter Abby and 
there fel] to pulling down the Organs , tearing 
the Bibles and Common-Prayer-Books, defacing 
the Monuments of the Dead and the like, and 
then retreating; the ſecond time Aſſaulted White- 


+4ll, uttering many oprobrious Speeches againf his 


Majzſty. 

Upon theſe Commotions the King began to 
think it high time co Fortify himſelf, and there- 
upon ordered a Guard to watch the Court, for the 
better Preſervation of his Royal Perſon. 

And now the Parliamcar having brought things 
to this Paſs, they reſolved to proſecute their Re- 


bellious Purpoſes, and thereupon feigning a Fear, 
"they placed a Guard, far exceeding the Kings,;about 


the Parliament Houſe, Conſtituting the Earl of 


-Eſex Captain thereof; and without the Kings 
'Knowledg or Conſent, cauſed an extraordinary Af- 
ſembly to meet in the City of London, and the ber- 
{ter to Ingratiate themſelves with the rigid Presbj- 
'Tterians, Anabapriſts, Independants, Quakers, and 
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' thelike, they caſt twelve Biſhops into Priſon, which 
did not a little trouble the King. | 

Amo 1641, the noble Earl of Strafford was Be. 
headed, and within two Years after, the truly Pi. 


ous,/and great Pillar. of the Church, William Laud- 


Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, who died Sacrifices to 
Popular Fury, and Martyrs for their Country and 
Kingly Government, to ſatisfy the Malice of thoſe 
that had undertaken the Downfall of Monarchy, 
ſuppoſing there was no eaſier way to atchieve their 
wicked:Purpoſes, than to remoye thoſe wiſe Statel- 
men and loyal Subjects. | ; 
Andnow the King growing Impatient at ſuch In- 
ſolencies,” proceeded to Accuſeone Member of the 
Houſe of Lords and five of the Commons. of high 
Treaſon ; but demanding them to be delivered up, 
they were denyed, whereupon he went in Perſon 
with five hundred Gentlemen, and alone entered 
the Houſe -' But not ſeeing the Perſons he came ta 
Jook for, he declared his good Intentions to the 
Parliament, and fo returned, and the next Day 
went again, but they having Notice, 'made their 
Eſcapes. Hereupon the Parliament put the City in 
Arms, and Adjourned their Sitting for the ſpace of 
hve Days, forbidding the Citizens to Aſſiſt the 
Kings Officers in finding ont thoſe Members that 
werg. Accuſed; which Order they Obeyed, and 
-when the Parliament Sate again, the armed Rab- 
ble brought them, and placed them in the Houſe in 
deſpite of the King; and ſo being backed by the 
- Multitude,they proceeded daily to leſſen the Royal 
Authority, ſending Letters into the adjacent Coun- 
tries, commanding them to draw up in Arms, ſo 
that on that Occaſion abpye twenty thouland Men 
Were in a readineſs,

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-. Upon theſe harſh Proceedings of the Parliament» 
the King haſted ro Hampron Court and now the Par” 
lament daily Increafing in Power, they Adjourned 
their Sitting to Guuldball in London, the better to 
logratiate themſclves with the Citizens; and from 
thence ſent their Mandates to the reſpective Gover- 
ours of the Seaport- Towns, forbidding them to 
yeild Obedience to the Kings Orders, unleſs they 
had Confirmed them: And in this they more pre- 
Judiced his Afﬀairs then they had formerly donc,tor 
had the King put Gariſons in thoſe Towns, he 
might have ſecured the Maritine part of Power,and 
by that means have Diſtreſled, the City of Lozder, 
who once finding a faleur in Traſhque, would ſoon 
have been weary of their Gueſt, whole Perverſeneſs 
occaſioned it. But the Parliament raking the Ad- 
yantage, ſecured them firſt, by putting ſtrong Ga- 
riſons into moſt of them : So that the King being 
1n Yorkſhire, was denyed Entrance into his Town 
of Hull by Sr. Fobn Hotham, 'whereuponreturning 


'to Windſor, he wrotet9 the Parliament, declaring 


his good meaning towards them, proteſting him- 
ſelf Innocent of ſuch things.as had been Objected 
againſt him, whereupon they ſent Mcſſengers to 
deſire his Return to London ; os his Majeſty did 


ot at ſuch a Junfure think it convenient z upon 
"which the Lower Houſe drew up aRemonſtrance, 


wherein their Propoſitions were ſo unreaſonable, 
that the Houſe of Peers would by no means Accord 
with them therein, till they perceived the Com- 
mons were uniting themſelves againſt chem, and ſo 


"through Fear were compelled to a Complyance z 
and then the ſaid Remonſtrance was ſent to the 
*King,. who with ſome Reſervation yielded to one 
*part of it, and rejected the other z but this would 
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not farisfy thoſe unreaſonable Men, but they peti. 
tioned the King, that the accuſed Members mighx 
be freeandclear from all Guilt ;, to which the good 
King out of his princely Lenity conſented. 

Things being at this Paſs, many who favoured 
the Kings. Cauſe, foreſeeing the diſmal Effedts, 


ſome of them left England,and others repaired home, 


not leaving above twenty five in the upper Houſe, 
and ſcarce eighty in the Lower; and thoſe moſt, if 
not all of them, ſuch as were ſtrong Qppoſers of 
the Kings Proceedings, and thoſe that they did in 
the leaſt ſuſpect to be Joyally AﬀeCted,by one means 
or other they got them turned out, till at laſt there 
was not above fixteen in the Lords Houſe. 

©  Abourtrhis time the Queen left England to Ac. 
company her Daughter to the Prince of Orange, to 
whom ſhe was Eſpouſed ; and by reaſon the Par- 
liament,or Rnmp, ( for now it was no other.) pre- 
tended that the Nation was in danger to be over- 
ron with Popery, and thereby ſet the giddy headed 
Multitude a madding, ( who ſaw not at what thoſe 
Foxes ajmed ) the King pur forth his Proclamation, 
commanding all Popiſh Prieſts to ayoid the Realm 
ppon Pain of Death, as likewiſe to put-the Laws in 
Execution againſt Papiſts, but nothing ' would

About this time the Scots Riſingunder the Lead- 
ing of the Earl of Glencairn, Monro, and Middleton, 
reſolved to proſecute the Kings Cauſe, but being 


- Routed by General Mozh, all came tonothing.. The 


King having left the Spaw, was now arrived at Co- 


| logne, and there himſelfand the Princeſs of -Orange 
' were Royally Entertained, and ſhortly after they 


were Invited by the Duke of Newburg to his Pallace. 
of Danſel-Dorf, where they met with the like Enter. 
tainment; andhere.it was that the King and his 
Siſter parted, . the:former returning to Culler, and 
the latter to Holland. 

During theſe! Paſlages the Uſurper diſcovered 
another-Plot by means of his Agents, which was 
to have been a general Riſing all over England, 
whereupon ſeveral worthy Perions were Executed, 
and ſome hundreds ſent beyond Sea, -and fold for 
Slaves.

The War continuing between Fravce and Spain, 
Cromwell according toa Treaty with the French (ent 
over ſix thouſand Foot Soldiers to Aſſiſt that King 
in his Wars againſt Flanders,and inLieu thereof he 
wasto have Dunkirk delivered into his Poſſeſſion, 
which being afterwards taken with great Difficul- 
ty, was accordingly. put into the Poſſeſſion of the 
Englith : And now the ProteCtor deſirous of a high- 
er Alvancement, called -an Aſſembly of his own 
Creatures,whodurſt not move bur by his Dictates, 
of which Sr. Thomas Witberington being Speaker, it 
was by them Ordained that the Protector ſhould be 
Cloathed in Purple Robes and Inſtalled in Weſtmin- 


fter-Hall after which he Eſtabliſhed a Pajeant Houſe 


of Lords of his own Creation, as Foby: Lord  Hew- 
ſan the Qondam Cobler, the Lord Clapole, Lord Ire 
ton, and rhe. like'z -when wanting Treaſure to ſup- 
port his upſtart Greatneſs, he ſent hjs Scouts upon 
the Diſcovery, who bronght him News of an 0-

whereupon Sr. Henry Shngsby, and Dr. Hewet were 
Executed, and Mr. Aon, 'Mr. Betly, and Mr, Stacy 
Drawn, Hanged,. and Quertered,. and their Eſtates 
ſciſed and Sold by the Protector ( aPolitick, tho 
a wicked Invention to get Mony. ) 


- Andnow the Pomp of this bluſtering Tyrant be- 


Ing at its higheſt Pitch, he made his Son Henry 
Lord Deputy of Ireland, and appointed Commith- 
oners in moſt Parts of England for the Approbation

the Kingdom, if he ſhould at that time Deceaſe, 
for on the firſt Day of the Month aforeſaid,he was 
ſenſible of Change, and therefore ſent for thoſe 
whom he had raiſed from a low Eſtate to great Ho- 
nours, and conſulted them about the matter, who 
promiſed to ſtand by his Son Richard; fo that his 
Sickneſs ſtil] encreakng, on the third of September, 
in Year aforeſaid, he yeilded to Death, who fol- 
lowing his own Example, admitted neither of Bail 
nor Mainpriſe. The Day whereon he dyed ( asit 
was obſerved) the like Storm had not happened 
in many Ages paſt, for by the Violence thereof
